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FROM YOUR SKIPPER 


Recently there was published two complimentary refer- 
ences to the work of members of the Medical Department in 
the Navy. Vice Admiral Ross T. Mclntire (MC) U. S. Navy, our 
Surgeon General, stated: "'Skillful Navy doctors and Hospital 
Corpsmen, working tirelessly under fire, compiled the remark- 
able record of saving 98.7 per cent of the wounded," adding, 
"Throughout the war, 97.5 per cent of the wounded treated 
by Navy doctors have lived." Lt. Colonel Evans F. Carlson, 
U. S. Marine Corps famous raider, was recently returned to the 
United States, a war casualty from Saipan Island. He related 
that within four hours from the time he was wounded at a 
forward observation post, he was on a transport headed for 
home and, "There (Saipan) I saw some of the most outstanding 
examples of heroism. At the time of my arrival at the first-aid 
station, the area was being shelled by enemy mortar fire, but 
the Medical Officers and Hospital Corpsmen carried on un- 
ceasingly in their work of caring for the wounded, unmindful 
of the dangers involved." 

During World War I, the Commanding Officer of this hos- 
pital spent approximately eighteen months on the battle line 
in France. He saw immeasurable examples of outstanding 
expeditions of courage displayed by Naval Hospital Corpsmen. 
It is a matter of official record that no military branch of the 
armed services have received as many awards for heroism 
as did the Naval Hospital Corpsmen in World War I. The 
members of this group when in land battle, accompanying 
the attacking waves, were subjected to all the fire and enemy 
harassment visited upon the assault troops, as were the corps- 
men in the forward mid zone and rear fox hole areas. 

The Hospital Corpsmen must "learn how to take it" without 
giving vengeance to the natural emotion to strike back. While 
saving the lives of others, he must, calmly and seemingly in- 
different to his own physical safety, carry on his work of 
medical aid to his fallen comrades. This is truly more tiring 
on the nervous system and it takes more stability and stamina 
than is even required of the "so-called combat group." 

It is the members of the Medical Department who make it 
possible for the man bearing the arms of destruction to carry 
on his mission. If it were not for the members of the medical 
profession and their associates in the Medical Department, 
there would be no sustaining force to fight the enemy. The 
members of the Medical Department keep a combat line effec- 
tive and hence are an indispensable element of any military 
organization, a fact overlooked or ignored by the ungenerous 
and shortsighted. Truly, the Medical Department is a vital 
element of the fighting machine.

Doubtless John 3:16 
has been used to point the way of 
Life to more sin-burdened souls 
than any other single text in the 
Bible: 

“For God so loved the world that 
He gave His only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in Him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life.”
